The UP report on ug, new's donation of papers to the univ. of .aryl and 
library said that they included "papers related to an investigation of the 
assassination of President John ?. i ennedy." UP appeared to be quoting from the 
inventory from the papers. I wrote the Univ. Library and got only a press 
release and a form letter saying that "there x is apparently a box listing but 
that also is is not (now) available.” no reference there to the details of the 
contents. The ft YT story S (.4/13, p. ik 15) is only a short note, no reference 
to the assassination. Perhaps you would Sribc like to get this checked out.
